“We 
shouldn’t waste these precious moments worrying about 
how we will do in the future and instead spend them 
appreciating how far we have come.” 

It was with that spirit that Class of 2022 Treasurer 
Eddie Gonet celebrated the finish line that all 2022 ORR 
graduates have in common.

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little internet research (emphasis on little) into just how 
so many invasive plant species have rooted themselves 
so firmly in the new world - they came from the old 
world centuries ago. Many, many herbs, bushes and 
plants of all varieties either were brought over in ships 
carrying colonists or were eventually ordered by those 
same immigrating people to be used as medicines or 
seasonings. 

One such pest - I mean guest - is the Sorrel. 

Now before I go too far, let me confess I’ve never tasted 
Sorrel myself. Descriptions that follow are based on other 
people’s witnessing. 

As I look out the window into the back garden, 
I’ve been watching Sorrel slowly but steadily take over. 

I did not know its name until this morning when, as 
previously noted, I looked up types of invasive plants in 
New England and was able to identify the nuisance plant. 
Sorrel is but one of many imported problem plants. 

It spreads via rhizomes like bamboo or phragmite 
just to give you some sense of what I’m dealing with. It 
is of the same plant genius as rhubarb and buckwheat 
(polygonaceae) - I kid you not. 

If you just look up Sorrel on the internet (where 
else would one look something nowadays) you will come 
up with recipes for drinks, salads or hot dishes - fancy 
stuff. You'll also find that when consumed by livestock in 
quantity, it can cause death. But if you just go out in your 
garden and gather up some Sorrel from the abundance

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If I were a colonist being given a tea of Sorrel, 

I might believe in its medicinal powers based on the 
gagging that followed. But I’m a modern person simply 
trying to rid my gardens of what my eyes see as weeds. 
They must go. 

I actually have no hope of winning the weeds 
war. They were on the plant first, and their sheer numbers 
and variety overwhelm my ability to even come in at 
a distant second. That's not to say I’m throwing in the 
trowel. It just means I’m weighing how best to avenge my 
aches and pains. 

The pleasure in pulling up a big clump of Sorrel 
is rather satisfying if short-lived, like popping bubble 
wrap. And then there is the question, do I take the anti- 
inflammatories before or after the weeding? Either way, 
on the pain scale of ten being the worst pain ever and one 
being no pain at all, I’m hoping to achieve a five. 

One final note on our forefathers and mothers 
from whom we've inherited what our evolved minds 
believe to be weeds, not medicine, never forget they are 
the same people who gave us bittersweet, wild garlic and 
several varieties of Sumac to name a few of the more than 
700 invasive species we deal with today.

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Voles Go Underground, Close to Home

Voles are small underground working rodents, 
mysteriously secretive working out of sight, except 
leaving behind small conical piles of soil as an indication 
of their industrious digging. 

They are about 5 to 7 inches long with stocky 
bodies covered with grainy brown fur. They have small 
black eyes with rounded ears that do not project much 
above their heads. Their brown fur coats are thick and 
dense but then turning a lighter shade of gray uniformly 
under the upper part of their bodies. 

Voles are classified as industrious diggers, carving 
out a figure-eight pattern or tunnels and runways with 
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periodic entrance holes wherever convenient. On the 
surface, Voles come up to eat a variety of plants and fruit 
such as wild raspberries as in my illustration. However, 
their appetite does the most destructive damage in both 
spring and fall by stripping a girdle around the base of 
lower trunks of new trees. Property owners prevent this 
from happening by wrapping a metal screen around the 
lower base to deter gnawing moles. 

The Vole range of gnawing is evident about an 
acre or less but varies with other food availability and 
predator food chain including hawks, owls, snakes, 
weasels, racoons, foxes and, of course, house cats. 
Shrews are a competitive but smaller species than Voles, 
which come in a much bigger so-called Meadow Vole 
from Pennsylvania, measuring up to 8-inches long. In 
other countries, Voles also come in many other sizes and 
shapes, depending on adjustment to different habitats. 

The Vole has a somewhat similar species of better- 
known Northern Lemmings with an irruption influence 
on our snowy owls’ migration based on targeting Voles 
as a food supply. However, we need to probe this Vole 
investigation by looking at survival activity below or 
on the surface of the earthly environment, such as their 
underground digging in your gardens. 

Ihave painted in your mind an unusual 
awareness that comes to light only as you read my article 
and see my illustration.

Climb for Cancer Charity

The White Mountains in New Hampshire are 
known for their stunning views, alpine huts and high 
winds. Counted among them is the Presidential Range, 

a group of notable summits named for various U.S. 
Presidents, as one might have guessed. 

The Presidential Traverse is a hike that traverses 
this range, including Mount Washington, the most 
famous of the lot, known for being the highest peak in the 
Northeast, as well as Madison, Jefferson and Adams. The 
trail itself is described as “not for the faint of heart” on 
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AllTrails.com, due in part to the near-complete exposure 
and high winds present on the range. 

It’s not just a day trip either; endeavoring to hike 
the trail requires planning for at least one overnight, if not 
two. Bad weather can creep up fast and hit hard, requiring 
a mad dash for shelter in one of the alpine huts along the 
trail. 

This month a group of 14 volunteers undertook 
this challenging trek as part of a fundraiser. Their chosen 
charity: Camp Casco, a local summer camp for children 
affected by cancer. Since the camp is free to attend, the 
camp relies on donations and volunteers so they can 
provide a wonderful, one-of-a-kind camp experience, 
making sure all campers are safe and happy. Much like 
the Presidential Traverse, the story of Camp Casco is an 
incredible journey. 

Erin Fletcher Stern cofounded Camp Casco back 
in 2014 with Dr. Michael Goldberg. Having volunteered 
for several years at Camp Reach 4 The Sky in San Diego, 
Fletcher Stern was eager to continue her charity work 
once she moved to the New England area. However, upon 
seeking out camps like CR4TS, she came up empty. 

That’s not to say that there was a lack of summer 
camps — anyone who has spent time on the Cape can 
attest to their abundance. There are camps for young 
kids, old kids, camps that teach you how to sail or shoot 
a bow. There are church camps and school camps and 
even economic camps for those setting their sights on 
Silicon Valley at a young age. But CR4TS had been special; 
it catered to children dealing with cancer. Erin had 
discovered a void, one she decided she would fill with 
Camp Casco. 

Fast forward to 2021. A Facebook post about 
a fundraising effort catches the eye of Mattapoisett 
local and Bridgewater State University student Meg 
McCullough. Camp Casco was asking people to help send 
children to camp ... by hiking. 

McCullough thought it was perfect for her. She 
was already an avid hiker, as well as participating in track 
and field at Bridgewater State. Athletic altruism was right 
up her alley, so she signed up immediately. After a roaring 
success in 2021, she came back this year to do it again. 
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Meg is not the only one coming back for 
more. A number of Camp Casco champions have been 
participating in this challenge since its inception. Beyond 
those on the front lines of the fundraising effort, the Camp 
Casco family includes its staff, counselors and, of course, 
the campers. 

Not only does the vast majority of eligible 
campers return each year, once they’re old enough many 
make the shift to counselors, something that continued on 
from CR4TS. 

One such camper-turned-counselor was a man 
named Chris Ramirez. As a teenager, he survived a brain 
tumor, attended CR4TS, and went on to become a favorite 
counselor there, going by the nickname “The Incredible 
Hulk.” A year before Camp Casco came into being, 
Ramirez passed away from a re-emergence of his brain 
tumor. He had encapsulated everything the camp stood 
for and everything Fletcher Stern wanted to bring to her 
new endeavor. And so, Camp Casco was born, “casco” 
taken from the Spanish word for Hulk. 

McCullough was “excited” to undertake the 
challenge of the Presidential Traverse. Her sponsored 
camper, Annie, serves as a reminder what it all is for. The 
fact that the hike is impressive is a result of its difficulty; 
not everyone is capable of a two-day trek through 
the wilderness, even in ideal conditions. McCullough 
understands this more than the average joe, having 
embarked on a road trip from Las Vegas to Seattle, hiking 
in every national park along the way. Thankfully, there’s 
more than one way to make a difference. 

For those looking to stretch their legs in their 
own neck of the woods, there’s the Trail Blazers program, 
where participants organize local walks or hike any 
distance, anywhere they choose. The camp’s website 
shows a map of the 32 participants in the US, Canada, 
Honolulu, England and South Korea. The best part of the 
program, other than the good it does, is its flexibility; you 
can walk for 10 minutes or 10 miles, down your street or 
along the Appalachian Trail. 

Camp Casco set the Trail Blazers’ fundraising 
goal at $320, enough to send a child to camp for a day. 
Much like the rest of the program, Trail Blazers can set 
their own flexible fundraising goal. As anyone who has 
been to Camp Casco will attest, every bit helps, whether a 
step, a dollar, moment or a mile. Any amount donated to 
Camp Casco helps pay for supplies and helps ensure the 
campers have access to round-the-clock medical care and 
one-on-one support.

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Town Embracing State Support 
Marion Select Board

Fresh off the good news of another $500,000 to 
support the nearly complete lagoon project at Marion’s 
Wastewater Treatment Plant, the Select Board voted 
at Monday night’s public meeting to approve a letter 
of support for the grant application for Coastal Zone 
Management funding of $250,000. 

The money would fund the design of the parallel 
force water main that will run from the Front Street Pump 
Station to the Marion Water Pollution Control Facility 
(WPCE.) 

According to Town Administrator Jay McGrail, 
Aqualine Construction will be in town and will put 
the Front Street Pump Station offline for eight hours 
sometime around June 14. A pumper truck will be used 
during that period to deliver wastewater to the WWTP. 

A preconstruction meeting was held including 
representatives of Tabor Academy where the station is 
located. 

McGrail and Select Board Chairman Randy 
Parker publicly thanked Representative William Straus 
for his role in securing the $500,000 via the Environmental 
Bond Bill. The money will help offset sewer costs for 
ratepayers in Marion. 

The lagoon project is in a holding pattern waiting 
on engineering firm CDM Smith for modifications on 
a submerged aeration system. The new deadline to 
complete all work is the end of the summer. 

A Department of Public Works Facility Building 
Committee has been established. The town sent out a 
letter of interest to residents and received 11 applications. 
“We had some really tough choices so we tried to look 
at people not typically involved (in town politics,)” said 
McGrail. 

The members will include Parker, Andrew Daniel 
of the Planning Board, Dana Nilson of the Zoning Board 
of Appeals, Casey Barros, Dan Crete and Sherman Briggs, 
plus town staff including McGrail and three DPW staffers 
including Director Nathaniel Munafo and Becky Tilden. 

With the Select Board’s unanimous vote, Damien 
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Amaral was appointed to the job of full-time Marion 
Police officer for a one-year probationary period effective 
June 8. 

In the absence of Chief of Police Richard Nighelli, 
who was attending to an emergency and could not 
be present, Police Lieutenant Jeff Habicht advocated 
for Amaral, a graduate of the police academy in New 
Braintree and who serves in the Army National Guard 
with five years’ experience as a police officer. 

“This is the biggest thing I’ve ever wanted to 
do in my life,” said Amaral, a Fairhaven High School 
graduate whom Habicht said has met all the requirements 
for the position. 

Fireworks Committee Co-Chair Wendy Rocha 
and committee member Derek Tiago were asked to 
appear before the board for proper recognition in the 
wake of what McGrail called “an amazingly successful 
fundraising campaign.” He said when the committee was 
originally formed, the focus was on next year, but thanks 
to the work of the committee, the town will be holding 
fireworks on Friday, July 1, at 8:00 pm. 

In an effort to more closely match the benefits 
in contracts offered nonunion town employees to those 
enjoyed by union members, McGrail announced tweaks 
to the town’s Personnel Policy. 

The Police Department will get a full-time 
administrative assistant, eliminating the part-time 
position in the operating budget. 

The board voted to approve Building 
Commissioner Bob Grillo’s request to increase the wages 
of daily inspectors from $25 per inspection to $30. The rate 
had not increased since 2011. As a local electrician, Parker 
recused himself and left the room. Hills and member Toby 
Burr voted to approve the increase. 

The Select Board voted to approve the institution 
of a $25 fee to hang banners, a lower permit fee than for 
the $150 charge for permanent signage. At the suggestion 
of member Norm Hills, approval of size and position will 
be a condition of any such permit. 

McGrail reported that business in the Food Bank 
operated out of the Cushing Community Center has 
increased. Last month, 93 households were served and 
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152 people including 104 in the 65-plus age category. The 
effort is 100 percent staffed by volunteers. 

McGrail reported that work on staff 
reappointments, which are done either annually or 
every three years, are almost complete and will be on the 
board’s June 21 agenda. 

The Independence Day parade is working on a 
June 27 deadline to submit applications to participate. 

The board voted to approve two one-day liquor 
licenses for the Friends of Jack Foundation for June 24 and 
June 26 at the Music Hall. 

Burr abstained from an abatement request filed 
for 11 Main Street. At the DPW’s recommendation, Parker 
and Hills voted to abate $727.25 (50 percent of the sewer 
portion of the bill.) 

The board also voted to follow the DPW’s 
recommendation of an abatement for $1,764.82 at 8 Pie 
Alley, citing the fact that the water never entered the 
system. 

The board also approved three Water/Sewer 
commitments: $155 for a sewer reconnection on May 19; 
$1,083.83 final readings on May 24 and $3,200 for new 
water services on May 24. 

The board had scheduled a June 2 public hearing 
after the Marion Animal Control officer filed a report 
alleging an attack by a dog owned by David and Jennifer 
MacDonald, 40 Spring Street, but that hearing was 
continued at the applicant’s request.

COA Ready to Move on Expansion 
Rochester Select Board 
By Mick Colageo 

Ten years of discussion on an expansion of the 
Senior Center on Dexter Lane are apparently coming to 
fruition. Eric Poulin, executive director of the Rochester 
Council on Aging, presented a concept on building 
expansion to the Select Board during its Monday night 
meeting. 

The plan calls for a 10-foot bump-out from the 
side of the building facing the baseball fields and a 30- 
foot bump-out from the front of the building facing the 
parking lot. A building subcommittee came up with 
the concept, and the COA Board of Directors voted to 
approve its presentation to the Select Board. 

Poulin said that the COA hosted 100 people for 
Thanksgiving activities and said things have become 
“very tight in the large room.” It is rearranged several 
times a day, and a divider is used so more than one 
activity (such as exercise classes) can take place at the 
same time. 

“We're doing our best to make the space work,” 
said Poulin. 

The Select Board was not asked to take action 
beyond approving the COA’s next step to hire an architect 
to examine a volunteer’s drawing of the concept. “We're 
not asking the town for funding right now,” said Poulin, 
noting that the funding for the COA’s design effort, 
estimated to range between $25,000 and $35,000, was 
approved on December 8, 2021. 

Poulin said the COA may select an architect 
soon. He said that 14 firms were contacted and that a 
few quotes have come back. The subcommittee, he said, 
identified a firm it would like to use. If the COA Board of 
Directors approves with its vote, the COA will approach 
the Friends of the COA. 

It took several meetings to achieve agreement 
on a concept, the construction cost of which is not yet 
determined. Poulin stressed that the town will not incur 
any cost to find out. 

Select Board member Woody Hartley discussed 
the importance of the social aspect of the building 
expansion, and Select Board member Brad Morse asked if 
the expansion would infringe on the parking lot. Poulin 
estimates that up to four parking spots could be lost 
according to the current concept drawings. 

Part of the construction would include making 
the door facing the parking lot into the main entrance. 
Under the current circumstances, visitors bypass the main 
activity room to reach the office in order to check in for 
tracking-information purposes. 

“We would like to put all that at the entrance 
from the parking lot,” Poulin explained.

Some town charters 
have such a provision, said Bailey, but Rochester is not a 
charter town so state election law prevails. 

To assist himself and improve overall 
communications, Cannon put together an organization 
chart of Rochester town government with assistance from 
Bailey and former Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar. 

The goal, explained Cannon, is to more easily 
direct traffic not only for the sake of authority but for 
communications protocols. 

“If we have to discipline an employee, we want to 
make sure we're doing it right,” he said. 

Hartley applauded the effort. 

The Select Board reorganized, voting in Hartley 
as the new chairman effective Tuesday, the day after the 
meeting. Morse served out Monday night’s meeting as the 
chair. Ciaburri was voted vice chairman and Morse clerk. 

The town is entertaining a proposal for a 
recreational-marijuana dispensary to be located on land 
behind the 40R housing development at Routes 28 and 58. 

Bailey said that the town would derive 3 
percent of the business’s gross earnings. “They’re taxed 
considerably,” he said. 

The building would be situated a fair distance 
behind the 40R, the back lot of which is planned for 
commercial use. Bailey said that before applying to 
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the Zoning Board of Appeals for a special permit, the 
applicant needs a host agreement with the town. 

While Rochester has two years to use its 
designated American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) funds, 
favored projects are invariably “shovel ready” so 
discussion about a new, $750,000 salt shed must take that 
into consideration, according to Hartley. Cannon brought 
the matter to the board’s attention. 

Citing residential expansion, Hartley further 
suggested that the town needs to be more active regarding 
water-related projects. Bailey pointed out that ARPA 
funds “wouldn’t be close” to paying for water-related 
projects, but he and Hartley agreed that the communities 
sending children to Old Colony Regional Vocational- 
Technical High School should look at the issue and plan 
together. 

In concert with Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission recommendations, the Select Board voted 
not to exercise its right of first refusal on Parcel A, a 1.5- 
acre lot that is part of a 33.25-acre parcel off Mary’s Pond 
Road owned by Decas Cranberry Company LLC. 

Upon the sale of the property at 40 Cranberry 
Highway, the board approved a Change of Name 
application for a Flammable Fluid License from Zero 
Waste to Harvey Recycling. 

In response to Article 18 of the Town Meeting 
warrant, Rochester voters approved the appropriation of 
$12,000 for design of the Town Hall parking lot so as to 
more safely reroute traffic. Citing approval of the concept 
plan designed pro bono and the designer’s familiarity 
with the project, Cannon proposed hiring the same person 
to do the official design work. 

Relative to Article 19, the Transfer Station, 
Cannon said the town needs to establish a subcommittee 
that would include himself and a Select Board member 
(Morse.) 

The board approved of Fire Chief Scott Weigel 
recommendation that the town add Lauren Eldridge 
to the department. Eldridge, the daughter of Highway 
Surveyor Jeff Eldridge, put in numerous hours in 
preparation for her new job and was congratulated by the 
members of the Select Board. 
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The Select Board approved a change in the 
Building Department’s proposed fee schedule to charge 
for an occupancy permit. 

George Owen was appointed to the Historical 
Commission. 

The board approved the Buzzards Bay Coalition’s 
Annual Watershed Ride to be held on October 2. 

Hartley said the Select Board can do a better 
job welcoming people and teaching them about Town 
Meeting, can improve seating to better encourage 
participation and recommended publishing a selectman’s 
guide to town meeting. He suspects public involvement 
would increase if Cannon, for instance, welcomed 
attendees before turning over the podium to moderator 
Dave Arancio. 

The board entered executive session and did not 
return to public session. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Select Board is 
scheduled for Monday, June 27, at 6:00 pm. 


No Administrator Weighing on Members 
Mattapoisett Planning Board

Before adjourning on Monday evening, the 
members of the Mattapoisett Planning Board shared their 
collective concerns that the lack of administrative / clerical 
assistance is taxing the members of the board. 

The recently resigned Janice Robbins, whose 
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expertise in real estate and planning law was considered a 
great asset to the board’s proceedings, had “burnt out” in 
her efforts to keep the volumes of documents up to date 
and accurate in the board’s unmanned office. Now much 
of what Robbins was handling in the absence of a board 
administrator has fallen to member Nathan Ketchel, who 
was already balancing many aspects of the Planning 
office, Chairman Tom Tucker noted. 

Attending for the first time since being elected 
to Robbins’ vacated seat was John Mathieu, a real estate 
attorney and second-time Planning Board member. 
Mathieu commented that the town needs a Planning 
Board administrator versus a planner and that the 
Conservation Commission needs an agent. 
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The Select Board had attempted to combine the 
roles of environmental agent and town planner into one 
job and received a handful of interested applicants who 
ultimately either withdrew or did not meet the town’s 
needs. 

“The town needs an (environmental) agent 
more than a planner ... a town this size doesn’t need a 
planner,” Mathieu said. No one on the board refuted his 
opinion. Mathieu said it would not be a problem to share 
administrative hours with the Conservation Commission 
but that with many wetland issues the town needs an 
agent. Tucker said he would discuss the matter once again 
with the town administrator. 

In business handled earlier in the meeting, a 
continued public hearing on a Form C application filed by 
Dandy Realty Trust, represented by Bill Madden of G.A.F. 
Engineering, was reopened. After review of what had 
become a lengthy process for the planned improvements 
to Nicky’s Lane, the board approved the request, noting a 
bond will be set at a later date prior to construction. 

Also approved was a Form A filed by Veronica 
Kenney and Christopher Lenk for property located at 64 
Fairhaven Road. 

A Form C application filed by Dennis Mahoney 
and Sons for property located off North Street near an 
active sand pit was opened. 

Representing the property owners was Rich 
Riccio of Field Engineering. As he had during the Zoning 
Board meeting, which had produced a Special Permit 
for a small-scale solar array, Riccio described the project 
as half-megawatt array with 1,500 panels. He said the 
property owners were building the array themselves and 
would retain ownership throughout the array’s lifetime. 
He said the Form C (application) was required so that the 
access roadway could be built and that it would measure 
24 feet wide by 300 feet long. 

Ketchel questioned why drainage calculations 
had not been provided and wanted to ensure that 
stormwater would not flow onto abutting properties. 
Riccio said that calculations were completed, that he 
would provide them immediately and that there is a 
detention basin in the designs. 

All requested waivers for such items as sidewalk 
or the need for utilities were granted. The filing was 
continued until July 18. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, July 18, at 7:00 pm. 


Shed Gets Go-Ahead 
Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission on May 25 
voted to issue a Negative determination on a plan to build 
a standard, four-wall shed at 27 Fieldstone Lane but with 
a difference versus others like it. 

Commission Chairman Shaun Walsh motioned 
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to issue the Negative determination that the construction 
of the 10x16-foot shed will not affect wetlands on the 
decision form’s Box No. 3, meaning the project will be 
within a wetland buffer zone but its construction will not 
disturb that wetland. 

Walsh informed the commission that he 
conducted an inspection of the Fieldstone Lane site and 
spoke to the homeowner, Benjamin Fiske, who was not 
sure where the shed ultimately would be placed. Walsh 
said Fisk stated he would either locate the shed next to his 
house, which is farther up than on the plan drawings, or 
farther to the rear of his back yard closer to his lot lines. 

“And it sounded to me like it is more likely the 
latter than the former,” Walsh said. 

Walsh noted, however, that Fiske described in his 
Request for Determination that he would tie the shed’s 
gutters into existing drywall, an added protection from 
wetlands impact. And it would be built on cinder blocks 
so there would be no excavation. 

The commission unanimously approved Walsh’s 
ultimate motion to issue the determination. 

Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee clarified in 
a later email that a “Negative 3” determination means 
the commission determined that the work described in 
the request is within the buffer zone, as defined in the 
regulations, but will not alter an area subject to protection 
under the Wetlands Act. “Therefore, said work does not 
require the filing of a Notice of Intent. I think of a negative 
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determination like a negative result from the doctor; it’s 
probably good news (for the applicant,)” Guey-Lee said. 

In other action, the commission continued until 
June 22 its public hearing into a project proposed by John 
and Pamela Lee to reconstruct a single-family dwelling at 
49 Water Street by adding an in-ground swimming pool 
and repairing a seawall. 

Also, the commission delayed action on a request 
from the Sippican Lands Trust to extend the permit for 
work on an elevated boardwalk at Osprey Marsh off Point 
Road. Board members noted the current permit will not 
expire until November. The commission decided to speak 
first with the SLT to learn exactly why the extension is 
needed. The chance to do so will come when the SLT 
appears at the commission’s next meeting regarding its 
petition on another proposal to repair a bog bridge on 
other SLT land. 

The Marion Conservation Commission was next 
scheduled to meet on Wednesday, June 8. 


Snows Pond Homeowners Seek Solutions 
Rochester Conservation Commission

The Rochester Conservation Commission met on 
Tuesday night with the founder of a group dedicated to 
protecting mother nature in ways that go far beyond what 
Wetlands Act regulations can do. 

Michelle Kirby introduced herself as president 


Since 1947 
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of the Snows Pond Association, which is dedicated to 
slowing the aging and deterioration of Snows Pond and 
the town’s other natural “kettle” ponds. 

Kirby said in the past 20-30 years the pond has 
changed “and it’s concerning.” Ponds naturally lower 
their water level, fill with sediment and become wet 
marshes, she admitted. But weeds, some invasive and 
some native, algae growth and nutrient pollution are 


speeding up the natural aging of the pond that she’s spent 


her entire life living around. 

She said her group, which includes 13 of the 
15 homeowners on the pond, has invested in efforts 
to research how fast Snows Pond is aging and what is 
causing it. The biggest culprit aging it faster than normal 
is nutrient pollution, something that human behavior can 
help slow down the progress of, she said. 

Snows Pond, she pointed out, covers 57 acres 
and has the highest water level of all ponds in Rochester. 
She asked the commission to help the association with its 
mission to preserve it. 

“We need more stewardship and education,” she 
said. 

“The pond does have a lot of nutrient pollution 
from a lot of sources,” commissioner Ben Bailey 
responded. “But it’s not something you can change. Can’t 
eliminate it. Eliminating it means draining, dredging the 
pond to make it like it was in the past. It will be an uphill 
battle to get some things done.” 
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Kirby reiterated that slowing the pond’s aging 
process through public awareness is her most important 
goal. 

“Everyone here on this board agrees with you,” 
Commission Chairman Christopher Gerrior told her. 
“Something needs to be done.” 

Gerrior said the commission will find ways to 
help Kirby, perhaps tapping into town funding sources to 
that end. 

In other business, the commission approved 
issuing the Certificates of Compliance for a new home 
construction at 179 Burgess Way filed by Angela DeMelo 
and a garage construction at 7 Ginny’s Way filed by John 
and Michelle Vinagre. 

Also, the commission agreed to send an amended 
enforcement order for Wetlands Act violations to 89 
Box Turtle Drive to include a $100 per day fine until the 
panel hears from the landowner or a restoration plan is 
met. Board members complained of not hearing from the 
landowner since the first enforcement order had been 
issued. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission will be held on Tuesday, June 21, at 7:00 pm. 


Tighter Operation Key to Confident Spending 
Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee

During Monday’s meeting of the Mattapoisett 
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Capital Planning Committee, Chairman Chuck 
McCullough asked the members to think about what sort 
of data they will need moving forward. 

McCullough also asked the members to think 
about whom they should be meeting with during FY24 
planning and subsequent forecasts. 

McCullough’s efforts to have the Capital Planning 
Committee more deeply involved in planning strategies, 
namely projects and purchases costing $10,000 and greater 
and with at least a five-year lifecycle, began in earnest 
during the FY23 planning process. 

The committee asked town department heads to 
prepare more in-depth details, especially those related 
to vehicle usage, and all associated costs both immediate 
and proposed for subsequent years. The members spend 
time learning about facility needs and capital purchases 
from the viewpoint of the department heads and plot 
those expenditures over a 10-year master plan. 

McCullough told the members, “Let’s take a look 
at this year’s process and maybe tighten up processes 
for next year,” a process that will begin after the summer 
break, at which time planning will begin for the FY24 
spring Town Meeting. 

The wide-ranging discussions also touched on 
the need for a computer-tracking tool that would allow 
department heads and the town’s financial oversight 
committee’s access to data-driven analysis for planning 
purposes. McCullough noted at several points in the 
general discussion that understanding how expenditures 
would be funded is critical to the work of the committee. 

Bylaws governing the work of Capital Planning 
Committee were also discussed. Posted on the town’s 
website are the bylaws. Included in those directives is 
who should be seated on the committee. The bylaws 
note a member of the Mattapoisett School Committee, 
Open Space and Recreation, three citizens at large, a 
person with business or financial backgrounds, another 
person with construction management experience and 
someone from the Finance Committee and/or the town’s 
Accounting offices. 

The town administrator’s role is described 
as a person who shall act as an ex officio, non-voting 
member who can charge the committee with a variety 
of responsibilities. Those include: study of projects 
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and purchases with a five-year lifespan costing $10,000 
or more; inventorying of town facilities; equipment, 
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fully attempted, now such data would be included. Town 
Administrator Mike Lorenco, who attended, said he 
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would provide funding data. 

Lorenco also shared that presently there are 
13 open positions within town departments that he is 
trying to fill, openings in such areas of responsibility as 
police, clerical administrative and highway department. 
He also said that he would be meeting later in the week 
with members of the MassDOT team associated with the 
Bike Path Phase 1b to learn the status of test planking on 
the bridge over the barrier beach at Good Speed Island, 
testing necessitated by defective planking earlier in the 
construction. He said grants would be sought for repairs 
to Long Wharf now estimated at approximately $5,000,000 
and that a Complete Streets grant has allowed the 
improvements to the bike path crossings at Mattapoisett 
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Neck Road and Brandt Island Road now under 
construction. 

No meeting date was scheduled upon 
adjournment.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

Rochester has seven official town cemeteries. The 
ones that may be most familiar to people are Sherman 
Cemetery on Pine Street across from Rochester Memorial 
School, the Woodside Cemetery next to the Rochester 
Historical Museum on County Road. and the Hillside 
Cemetery, with its large sign, off of High Street. 

The Sherman Cemetery was originally on about a 
1+1/2- acre lot, but it doubled in size with land donated 
by the Winslow (Hartley) Sawmill. Its major period of 
use was the 1850’s-1900, though burials still take place 
there today. The cemetery was turned over to the town in 
1954. The oldest stone is that of George Douglas who died 
March 3, 1843 at the age of 80. Also buried here is Samuel 
B. Staples who died March 13, 1890. He invented the log 
caliper described in an earlier article. One of the most 

— noteworthy

The Woodside Cemetery was mainly in use 
from 1830-1890, and its oldest stone belongs to Benjamin 
Gurney, a Revolutionary War soldier, who lived from 
1748-1828. Although it is beside the church, it preceded 
the church building. 

Recently I wrote about the Hillside Cemetery and 
its history as part of the Pierceville or Douglas Corner 
area. Hillside was turned over to the town after a petition 
to the Massachusetts Legislature asking to authorize the 
town takeover and a 1962 special town meeting vote to 
allow Rochester to take title to it. 

The remaining four cemeteries are the Union Cemetery 
on Walnut Plain, the Old Parish Cemetery on Braley 
Hill Road, Ashley Cemetery and the North Rochester 
Cemetery, both on North Avenue. 

Union Cemetery, once known as Rochester 
Burial Ground came into existence in 1810 and by 1854, 
it was affiliated with the Union Methodist Church. The 
two churches on the site burned and early records were

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lost. It became a non-denominational town cemetery in 
1954. Veterans of the Revolutionary War are thought to 
be buried here, as well as two Civil War veterans, one of 
whom died in Georgia. 

Ashley Cemetery is near the Freetown line. While 
there are the graves of Allans, Barns, Leonards, and a 
Peirce, most (not surprisingly) bear the surname Ashley. 
North Cemetery, like Ashley is on North Avenue and was 
first known as Lakeville Cemetery. It first appears on an 
1856 map. Located 25 ft. from the road, most of the stones 
date from mid to late 19th century. The earliest grave is 
that of Abigail Bisbee, 1744-1810. 

Old Parish Cemetery is also on the 1856 map and 
was near the original North Rochester Church. It was 
the property of the third Parish. The second and third 
North Rochester churches were built further up on North 
Avenue. The cemetery on Braley Hill Road. has a tall 
wooden gate bearing the cemetery’s name. The earliest 
stone is that of Ebenezer Lewis, 1710-1758. The latest 
dates are 1857. 

The Rochester Center Cemetery where we will be 
leading our tour on June 12 at 1:00 is a private cemetery 
and not a town property.

Watcher. Starring Maika Monroe and Burn Gorman. 
Directed by Chloe Okuno. Running time: 91 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. Now playing in select theaters; avail- 
able on streaming platforms from June 21. 

Chloe Okuno’s debut feature Watcher is a relation- 
ship drama disguised as a thriller. By that I mean it isn’t 
governed by twists and turns. What you think is going on 
is pretty much what’s going on. It does thrill, though — 
or, more precisely, it chills. The plot is more or less a way 
into Okuno’s thoughts about a woman being infantilized, 
dismissed, and not believed when she raises a red flag; 
this last may resonate with many abuse survivors who 
just watched Amber Heard demonized and disregarded 
in front of the whole world. Watcher's protagonist, indeed, 
is a young blonde actress, Julia (Maika Monroe), who 
from some angles bears a faint resemblance to Heard. 
None of this, obviously, is intentional. It’s just an accident 
of timing. But it demonstrates that Okuno’s themes were 
concerns long before the Depp/Heard trial and will con- 
tinue to be. 

Julia has moved with her husband Francis (Karl 
Glusman), who’s in marketing, to Bucharest, Romania, 
where his firm has a big account. Their new apartment 
is spacious if a bit featureless. Francis is gone all day and 
late into the night, while Julia drifts around the apartment 
and the neighborhood. It isn’t long before Julia notices the 
figure of a man staring at her from a window in an apart- 
ment building across the street from hers. This unsettles 
Julia, but nobody takes her very seriously, because the 
mystery man isn’t doing anything — until he starts seem- 
ing to follow her, turning up in the same places she does. 
But does that only mean they both live near each other 
and were bound to cross paths eventually? 

Meanwhile, a local serial killer dubbed The Spi- 
der has been going around the area decapitating women. 
For a while, Okuno gets some electricity out of ambiguity 
— we’re not sure if Julia is on the money or just para- 
noid. And this may be the rare sort-of-thriller informed 
as much by Lost in Translation as by Rear Window. Julia 
doesn’t speak Romanian, though she’s trying to learn, 
and when her husband rattles on smilingly to colleagues 
in unsubtitled Romanian we're put in her uncomprehend- 
ing and resentful position. Julia’s being in a city where 







she doesn’t know the language or the customs adds layers 
to her unease. Many of the Romanians she meets do in 
fact speak English, but she’s constantly apologetic about 
making them conform to her linguistic needs, as though 
she felt like a white privileged American who should just 
shut up and, as she says at dinner with Francis and his 
Romanian co-workers, let the adults talk. But the tropes of 
a thriller dictate that she can’t shut up, and Okuno lets her 
be heard. Which is no guarantee she'll be listened to. 

The mystery man eventually makes himself 
known, in the ghoulish person of Burn Gorman, whose 
scowl could sour a gallon of milk. Gorman plays a man 
living with and caring for his sickly father; he occasionally 
people-watches out his window as a break from his rou- 
tine. There’s a scene where he shows up at Julia’s apart- 
ment with a policeman, claiming that Julia is the one who 
has been stalking him; I can’t quite put my finger on it, but 
the scene has the quality of a legitimate nightmare Chloe 
Okuno has had or perhaps lived. The horrible thing is, his 
story does seem plausible considering that Julia’s fears 
have led her to do some dumb things like recruiting a Ro- 
manian tough she’s just met to knock on Gorman’s door. 
You can be a victim and still not be “perfect” or capable of 
three-dimensional chess. Okuno keeps us strongly linked 
to Julia’s emotions, and Monroe invests her scenes with 
fear, anger, hurt, and finally triumph. 

But we return to why this isn’t really a “thriller” 
in the way some will expect. Such viewers may take the 
ending as anticlimactic. Shouldn’t there be twists? Ghosts? 
Weirdness? But that’s not what interests Okuno, who 
gains our trust as a distinctly female voice making a slow- 
burn chiller whose chills arise from the old trope of not 
being believed — specifically, a woman’s not being be- 
lieved. We expect the finale to go on a few minutes longer, 
but Okuno flicks out the lights on the right image, I think. 
Anything that might have followed the climactic action 
would have been beside the point. The point is, they hear 
her now.

As the facilitators, the cadets then 
presented the scenario and updates as well as ensured 
participants’ discussions focused on the objectives of the 
exercise and that all presented issues were addressed and 
explored. 

Marion officials were given “Winter Storm 
George” as their emergency scenario and were tasked 
with responding to the real-world situation based on

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current town plans, policies and procedures. 

The scenario evolved through three modules. 
Module one focused on the incoming storm and 
preliminary forecast, the possible resulting conditions 
such as power outages and storm surges, and needed 
preparations. Module two added new and evolving 
circumstances such as high wind gusts and quickly 
accumulating snow, a vehicle crash with leaking fuel, 
power outages and phone problems, impassable 
roadways, a structure fire, carbon monoxide emergencies 
and downed live wires and trees throughout town. 
Module three focused on the aftermath when the 
inclement weather had passed; however, added factors 
included blocked roadways preventing emergency access 
to facilities and ongoing power outages. 

During each module, participants were asked to 
consider the current priority of their agency, sheltering 
operations and logistics, staffing and agency resources, 
public works services and resources, communications 
with the public and challenges. 

Overall, the exercise was meant to help town 
officials put emergency response plans to the test to 
evaluate their effectiveness and identify possible areas for 
improvement. 

“Tabletop exercises are a valuable way for us to 
implement and assess our emergency response plans to 
ensure we have the most effective and efficient policies 
and procedures that will allow for the best possible 
outcome in a range of emergency scenarios,” Chief 
Nighelli said. “Andrew, Liam and Stephen did a great 
job facilitating the exercise and presented us with a very 
realistic situation that introduced the types of events we 
would be likely to face during such an emergency.” 

“Exercises bring together various departments 
and stakeholders within a town to test emergency plans, 
policies, procedures and capabilities. These events help 
ensure all areas of the town are prepared for and able to 
respond to a disaster,” said Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency (MEMA) Acting Director Dawn 
Brantley. “MEMA appreciated the opportunity to 
participate in and support the Town of Marion’s exercise,
